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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. This Office action is in response to the Appeal Brief filed on November 18^*^, 2005. In 
view of the following new grounds of rej ection, the previous final Office action has been 
withdrawn. Delay in prosecution of this application is regretted. 

Drawings 

2. The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to faciUtate 
understanding of the invention. Applicant is required to furnish a drawing under 37 

CFR 1.81(c). No new matter may be introduced in the required drawing. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121 (d). 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the features such as "a 
communication chaimel", "intermediate communication channels", "a set of transaction initiators 
and consumers", "a logging service", "an XA/RO interface", "transactional system to perform 
transactional operations", and "recovery of validated transactional operations" must be shown or 
the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
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sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes miade to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

Note that no drawing figures were submitted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 
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With respect to claims 1 and 3, the claimed subject matters, i.e., "a communication 
channel", "intermediate communication channels", "a set of transaction initiators and 
consumers", "a logging service", "an XA/RO interface", "transactional system to perform 
transactional operations", and "recovery of validated transactional operations" are not properly 
described in the specification as filed. It is unclear what exactly defined the communication 
channel and the logging service and how the communication channel is associated with the 
logging service. It is unclear what exactly being referred to as XA/RO interface and it is linclear 
how the communication channel enables the transactional system to perform transactional 
operations. And it is also imclear how the transactional operation is validated and what it is 
stored to enable recovery. No where in the specification describes how the above are structurally 
and/or fiinctionally connected and operated to perform the claimed fimctions. 

Claims 2, 4, and 5 are rejected as they depend upon rejected independent claims 1 and 3. 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-2 and 4-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

8. With respect to claim 1 , the claimed limitation "a set of initiators and consumers 
connected by said communication channel" as recited in line 2 is unclear. It is unclear how a 
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communication channel comprises a set of initiators and consumers connected by itself. First of 
all, it is unclear whether the initiators and consumers are parts of the communication channel and 
how the initiators and consumers attach by the communication channel. 

Claims 2, 4, and 5 are rejected as they depend upon rejected independent claim 1.
